T seems almost super- 
uous to be commemo- 
rating the centenary of 
the birth of a man who 

has been dead less than six 
years.

Centenaries made sense 
when three score years and 
ten was nu respectable span 
of life. It provided a 
generation of reflection and 
discovery to intervene be- 
fore new judgments were 
passed on a man’s reputu- 
tion. 

But two new — books 
published exactly 100 years 
after he was born — 
“Bernard Shaw,” by St 
John Ervine (Constable 
60s), and “Jesting Apostle,” 
by Stephen Wintein 
(Hutchinson, 21s.) —reveal 
only that we are tao 


close to this mountain 
of contradictions and energy 
to get him into any reason- 
uble focus.

Tha building will He next_to 
a conventional palm house. But 
instead of heat being used to 
cultivate the exotic flora of the 
tropics, 4 sort of giant refrigera- 
tor wil] be «wed lo keep tem- 
perntures just below freezing in 
winter and n inaxaimum of 55 to 
G0 dogrees Fahrenheit in sum- 
mer. 


Almost as important ag con- 
trolling temperature is to de 
celye the plants, which flourish 
50 in the short 
Arctic summer, ebout the light. 


Greenland Plants 


Greenland, whose plants will 
be a spectality, fs a “land of the 
midnigit sun” during the height 
of summer with light for 24 
hours a day, So, ki the more 
southernly latitude of Denmark, 
the day will be urtificially 
lengthened in the cold house by 
switching on flourescent lighting 
when the sun gocy down. 


In winter, when it !s dark for 
24 hours a day in) Greenland, 
the opposite problem arises. 
This will probably be solved 
quite simpy by tirking the 
plants down into the cellar 
below the cold house. 

Copenhagea, University In- 
siHute of Biolegy cstimate the 
cost of the project at about 
£12,500 sterling. The American 
Rockefeller Foundation has 
granted £6,600 sterling towards 
{he cost ond Danish foundations 
will provide the rest. 

Outwardly the cold house will 
look like an ordinary glass 
house, with double glass, 

It is expected that the floor 
area will be 88 square yards 
and tho most expensive {tem 
will be the cooling equipment to 
control the temperature, 

This, incidentally, by scraping 
the pipes of the installation 
should provide enough = “'snow" 
to cover the plants in the 
winter, The botunists concerned.
